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a é During the reporting period, a further three atrips have been laid down, 
bringing the total up to seven* The ooncrete-oovered runway area now 
measnres 50 bý 4,000 meters (seven etrips, eaoh seven meter» wide), 
with another seven-meter strip about half oompleted. 

b* Three additional seven-meter strips have been marked out parallel to 
the existing . seven and a half stripe, giving the 4»000-meter runway a 
total width of approximately 80 meters, 

o. A dirt-surfaeed extension of the runway, about 150 meters in length, is 
looated at the weetern end of the runway, with a similar extention, about 
500 meters long, situated at the eastern end. 

d. The oonorete has a uniform depth of 40 oentimeters. It ls beiag laid 
onto % base of prooeseed paper whioh rests dixeotly on the tightly 
paoked sandy sub-eoil. There are no signs of metal reinforoements in 
the oonorete. 

2. Hev Conatruotlon . 


a. Perlmefrer traok 

Preparatione for pouring the oonorete for a perimeter traok are almost 
eomplete. In an area about 500 meters south of, and parallel to, the 
iBfiTi runway (see Item 3 on sketch), the woods have been oleared, and 
the groúH# leveled, to a total width of 120 metere, and a oenter por- 
tion, 20 metera wide and 60 oentlmeters deep, has been exoavated for 
the entirí length oí the perimeter traok. On three strips, made up of 
sections measuring seven meters in length, six meters in width and 40 
oentimeiers in depth, ooncrete has already been ponred up to a diatanoe 
of about 100 meters . (See Item 3a on s£etoh). 
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b,. Fuel Installatinn 


Exoavation work has started in a large portion of the woods in the 
south-west corner of the project. A 10 x 18 meter area has already 
been excavated to a depth of five meters. It is understood that an 
underground fuel installation is to be set up.at this site. 

0. Airfield barracks 


It is proposed to build more barracks for airfield personnel in the 
vicinity of the village of Kurtschlag.
